MOZART YEAR EVENTS AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
September 4 to October 9, 1991 

In honor of the 200th anniversary of the composer’s death, The Cleveland Museum of Art presents 
a unique group of programs featuring the life and times— and of course, the music— of the famed 
composer Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart (1756-91). By the time he died at the age of 35, the prolific 
Austrian had created an enormous body of work, including some of the world’s best-loved sympho- 
nies, string quartets, piano concertos, Masses, and operas, as well as scores of other compositions — a 
staggering achievement even for a composer who began before he was 6 years old. The films, 
lectures, and performances that constitute this special Wednesday series offer a multi-dimensional 
view of Mozart’s fascinating, meteoric life.
